In August, 1967, they will officially open 
the new baseball stadium. A large out-door 
stage will be built in the stadium and a 
stage show will run continuously for ap- 
proximately twelve hours with participation 
from each surrounding community.

Peace River 


Mr. Frank Lovsin, the chairman of the 
Centenary Committee and his assistant, 
Mrs. A. R. Neary, have a number of 
wonderful ideas for centenary participa- 
tion.

Kenzie Days) which they hope can be made 
into an annual event to attract tourists with 
attractions along the same lines as that of 
the Calgary Stampede and Edmonton’‘s 
Klondike Days.

The Women’s Institute is com- 
piling an historical book on the history of 
the town of Peace River and its environ- 
ment.

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LIBRARY ASSISTED 
BY CENTENNIAL GIFT 
OF RED DEER COUPLE 


Red Deer's Centennial library is to be 
built on the parking lot site in the Civic 
Square as the result of a $55,000 donation 
toward the project by Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
H. Snell. 


The Snells, who have served the public 
through the city library for a total of 54 
years, made the donation with the firm 
stipulation that the library be built there 
and nowhere else. 


The new location for the Centennial li- 
brary has been approved unanimously by 
both city council and the public library 
board, according to a joint statement by 
Mayor R. E. Barrett and’ by Ald. Mrs. L. H. 
Taylor, acting chairman of the library board. 


With this major development, the project 
is being redesigned for the new site near the 
city hall. It is understood that John Steven- 
son and Associates, who had drawn up plans 
for the library on the first site and who had 
almost completed the design for a library on 
the recreation area site, will proceed im- 
mediately with the design for a library on 
the Civic Square. 


Months ago city council agreed to allocate 
a total of $275,000 for the project. 


With the gift of $55,000 from Mr. and 
Mrs. Snell, $330,000 now is available for 
the project. Of the $275,000 that had been 
allocated by council for the library, approxi- 
mately $225,000 was to go into the building 
and the remainder into furnishings and 
equipment. 

Mr. and Mrs. Snell offered their donation 
subject to these conditions, which have been 
accepted by both city council and the library 
board: 


1. The Centennial library should be built 
on the Civic Square parking lot area. 


2. This library site should be surveyed into 
a separate parcel of land and registered in 
the name of the public library board. 


Long-time residents of Red Deer, Mr. and 
Mrs. Snell both played major roles in the 
development of the city’s public library. Mr. 
Snell, a long-established and still practising 
land surveyor in Red Deer, served as secre- 
tary-treasurer of the library board from 1920 
until 1931, after which he was the board’s 
chairman until the end of 1952. 


Mrs. Snell, the former Miss Mabel Besant, 
was appointed librarian in February of 193i 
and held that position until retiring from the 
library staff in 1952. She married Mr. Snell 
in May of 1943. 

Deeply concerned over the decision to 
build the new library outside the city’s 
central core, Mr. and Mrs. Snell arranged 
to offer $55,000 for the Centennial library 
project if it were built in a central location. 

The ensuing negotiations and discussions 
resulted in the unanimous selection of the 
Civic Square parking lot for the building site 
by both city council and the library board. @

RETARDED CHILDREN WILL PARTICIPATE 
IN CENTENNIAL SCHOOL ATHLETIC PLAN 


The Canadian Association for Retarded 
Children, through the assistance of a 
$34,000.00 grant from the Centennial Com- 
mission, is Organizing a Centennial School 
Athletic Program with events for Retarded 
Children. 

This announcement was made by Secre- 
tary of State Judy LaMarsh as she presented 
a cheque to C. F. MacNeil, National Vice- 
President of the Canadian Association for 
Retarded Children. 

All children attending the Retarded 
Schools in Canada will be able to participate, 
including those in pre-school classes with 
children aged four and five years, and 
nursery classes with six and seven year old 
children. 

The over-all program will include: 

Teacher training with workshops 
seminars; 

A manual for the provincial and local 
C.A.R.C. Centennial Athletic Program com- 
mittee; 

A manual for organization and planning 
physical education classes as well as extra 
curricular programs; 

A testing program for the participants. 

The testing program will be in two parts, 
with two categories of participants. 

The first category includes the pre- 
schoolers and the nursery classes. Their pro- 
gram will consist of three compulsory events 
and the optional events of swimming or 
hiking. 


and 


The second category includes children 
eight to eighteen. Their program is closely 
related to that of regular schools. The first 
part of their tests will be compulsory events: 
a vertical jump, a 300 yard run, and 30 
second speed sit-ups. The second part is 
made up of optional events: swimming, 
skating, or outdoor hiking. 


Each participant will receive a Red Par- 
ticipation Shield, and an award for each per- 
formance level he reaches. The awards for 
performance are based on three levels: 
Bronze, Silver, and Gold. 


Time limits have been set for three series 
of scores: November 30, 1966; May 24, 
1967; and December 31, 1967. 


The entire program has been worked out 
with educational and physical education spe- 
cialists, particularly those who have had close 
association with the mentally retarded. 

The Centennial project should stimulate 
both teachers and the trainable retarded in 
a program of physical activation which will 
improve the general physical performance of 
the students and help teachers in future 
physical education development. 


With similar levels, standards, and award 
systems as are being used in the public 
schools, Canada’s retarded children will have 
the chance to participate in a program for 
all children and at the same time join with 
public school students in a mass Centennial 
project. 6

Miss LaMarsh said the “‘idea’’ stage of Cente 
planning has been completed; the programs and 
ects have been decided upon; the accent now has 
become one of putting them into effect. “’Now we 
are heading into the third and final stage, the home- 
stretch,’ she told the members. ‘Not only are the 
ideas set and the decisions made, but the necessary 
administrative work also is nearing completion. From 
now until next January 1 the major task must be to 
spread the word to make sure all Canadians from 
coast to coast know what plans we have made, to 
rouse their interest and enthusiasm in our programs.

An official Calgary emblem for use in the 
promotion of local CENTENNIAL projects 
and activities has been approved by the Cen- 
tennial Public Relations & Promotions Com- 
mittee. 

A stylized TEE-PEE symbol will be 
adopted and used in conjunction with the 
well known 5-point MAPLE LEAF that was 
authorized by the federal Centennial Com- 
mission. The TEE-PEE symbol is not in- 
tended as a substitute for or alternative to 
the national emblem, but rather as a com- 
panion symbol—a readily recognized mark 
with local significance. 

The Committee asked local designers for 
a distinctive and compatible design to ad- 
vertise and promote participation in the 
numerous Centennial activities planned for 
the City and District. 

The TEE-PEE design, originated by Robert 
Oldrich Design Associates, was selected from 
the several submitted. This symbol was 
considered to be the most appropriate since 
it represents THE WEST and HOME. At 
the time of Confederation, teepees abounded 
on the present site of Calgary. In addition, 
it is the Indian symbol of ‘home’ and estab- 
lishes a bond of brotherhood with the early 
residents. 

The design incorporates eleven triangles, 
as does the State symbol, representing the 
ten Canadian provinces and the northern 
territories linked together in unity.

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AGRICULTURAL CENTENNIAL COMMITTEE 
PLANNING SEVERAL PROJECTS FOR 1967 


To commemorate Canada’s one-hundredth 
anniversary, several projects are being 
planned under direction of the Alberta Agri- 
cultural Centennial Committee which has 
been set up by member organizations of the 
Alberta Federation of Agriculture. Serving 
on this Committee are representatives of the 
Alberta Federation of Agriculture, the Farm- 
ers’ Union and Farm Women’s Union of 
Alberta, Farmers’ Union and Co-operative 
Development Association, and major Farmer 
Co-operatives, also Alberta Women’s Insti- 
tutes, University Faculty of Agriculture and 
the Department of Extension, and the AI- 
berta Department of Agriculture. 
AGRICULTURAL FILM 


The Committee has contracted for the 
production of a 16 mm. 27 minute sound 
and colour film entitled ‘“We Just Take It 
All For Granted”.

The Hudson’s Bay Company, as one of its 
Centennial Year undertakings, will act as 
co-sponsor of the first Western tour of Les 
Feux-Follets, Canada’s National Dance En- 
semble, to be made in 1967, it has been 
announced. 


Arranged through Festival Canada On 
Tour—the nationwide programme of enter- 
tainment organized by the Centennial Com- 
mission in co-operation with provincial Cen- 
tennial Committees—the tour of Les Feux- 
Follets will cover some 20-odd performances 
in the four Western provinces during Janu- 
ary and February of 1967. 

John Fisher, Commissioner, Centennial 
Commission, has said: ‘This example of pri- 
vate enterprise lending active support to the 
performing arts in Canada is most com- 
mendable. | congratulate the Hudson’s Bay 
Company most warmly on its initiative in 
making this significant contribution to the 
success of our Festival Canada programme.”’ 

Samuel L. Gagne, president of Les Feux- 
Follets has stated: ‘‘We are delighted that 
our dance company will play an active role 
in the celebration of the Canadian Centen- 
nial, both on tour and at Expo 67. We are 
particularly looking forward to our first per- 
formances in the West, which will be made 
possible through the combined efforts -of 
the Government and the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany.”” 

In addition to these public performances 
in theatres and auditoriums, members of the 
folk dance company will appear, as featured 
artists, in local units of The Bay in Winnipeg, 
Saskatoon, Calgary, Red Deer, Edmonton, 
Vancouver and Victoria where special ’’Folk 
Festival Fortnight’’ promotions will mark the 
occasion of the Centennial. During this 
event the Hudson’s Bay Company will pay 
tribute to the contribution made to this 
nation over the past hundred years by the 
people of many lands who, as Canadian 
settlers, brought with them their arts and 
folklore—creating Canada’s diverse ethnic 
heritage. 

In addition to guest appearances by mem- 
bers of Les Feux-Follets, the ‘Folk Festival 
Fortnight’’ in the Hudson’s Bay Company 
stores will highlight the skills and talents of 
local folk singers, dancers and artisans and 
also the display and sale of suitable Cana- 
diana merchandise. 

The programme to be presented by Les 
Feux-Follets — “’The Candian Mosaic’’ — is 
eminently suited to this particular Centennial 
Promotion theme. There are ten suites, a 
sea -to-sea dramatization through dance, 
song, setting and costume of the legends and 
customs of the first Canadians—Scottish, 
Acadians, French and English settlers, Euro- 
pean immigrants, Forest Indians, Plains In- 
dians, West Coast Indians and Eskimos. 

As Toronto theatre critic Nathan Cohen 
has written about Les Feux-Follets: ‘“This is 
the most truly national, the most genuine 
and indigenous manifestation of the Cana- 


dian experience that we have ever de- 
veloped. In the context of the theatre arts, 
it constitutes an expression that is totally 
and splendidly Canadian—the first we can 
show to ourselves and to the world that is 
altogether our own.’ 

The dance company, formed in 1952 by 
Director Michel Cartier, selected ‘’Les Feux- 
Follets’’ as its name, taking it from Quebec 
folklore of Feux-Follets—fabled fireflies who 
entertained during the long summer 
evenings. 

Originally planned to provide recreational 
activity, the troupe concentrated more and 
more on folklore research and education and, 
later, on the interpretation of authentic 
Canadian dance. The professional ensemble 
of today comprises 65 dancers, singers and 
musicians with an impressive repertoire 
drawn from indigenous and neo-Canadian 
traditions: some 100 dance routines in addi- 
tion to 300 sumptuous costumes. 

Although this will be the first time the 
Montreal-based dance company has_per- 
formed in Western Canada, the troupe has 
already earned rave reviews at the Com- 
monwealth Arts Festival in Britain and dur- 
ing a 50-city tour of the United States when 
they were featured on Ed Sullivan’s tele- 
vision programme. Les Feux-Follets are now 
scheduled to perform in Paris this autumn. 
Following their Centennial tour for Festival 
Canada On Tour in early 1967, the troupe 
will be featured in the Canadian Pavilion’s 
theatre twice daily, six days a week, at Expo 
67 from April 28 to October 27. e

Edmonton’s major Centennial project, the 
presently under construction, 4Y2 million 
dollar Civic Centennial Library is to be fur- 
ther complemented by a major piece of 
modern sculpture. 

The sculpture, commissioned by Carlo F. 
Calcagni as a centennial project of Sterling- 
Coal Valley Mining Company Limited will be 
executed by the well known Alberta sculptor, 
Roy Leadbeater. 

The piece, which will be fashioned of 
polished steel, will be specifically designed 
to complement the architectural plan of the 
new library. 

Mr. Leadbeater was recently commissioned 
by Expo 67 to do a kinetic sculpture made 
from parts donated by 28 companiés across 
the West. The sculpture is to form part of 
the Western Provinces exhibit at Expo. 

In addition, Mr. Leadbeater has been ap- 
pointed to provide a work of art for the 
Calgary Planetarium. Recently, he com- 
pleted a project for the Genevieve E. Yates 
Memorial Centre at Lethbridge. 

Inscribed at the base of the Edmonton 
sculpture, scheduled for completion during 
the early part of 1967, will be a bronze 
plaque engraved with the name of the donor, 
C. B. Munson, President of Sterling-Coal

The name Canada 
originated with a Huron-lroquois chief who 
took French explorer Jacques Cartier to 
visit his village, near the City of Quebec. 
The Indian, Donnaconna by name, used the 
word ‘’Kanatta’’ meaning a ‘collection of 
huts.’ Cartier wrongly assumed that this 
was the name of the whole country and 
entered his spelling of it—-CANADA—in 
the records. - 


The Canadian Good Roads Association is 
making a notable contribution to the litera- 
ture to be published in Centennial year.

Twelve French language bursaries for 

teachers of French in secondary schools 


across Canada are being given as a Centenary 
Project of the Remington Electric Shaver 
Division of Remington Ltd.

“Eleven women—one from each province 
and the Northwest Territories—will be se- 
lected from among those who have con- 
tributed most to the national life of Canada 
from Confederation to 1967,’ she said. 


The project, which originally began as a 
Centennial idea of the Ottawa Section of the 
NCJW, has been endorsed officially by the 
National Council. 


A non-sectarian selection committee of 
distinguished Canadians already is hard at 
work, establishing criteria and condensing 
the proposed list of names to a manageable 
level. Medals, designed by a leading Ca- 
nadian artist, will be presented to the 
honored women, or a representative of their 
families, on June 6 at Expo 67, National

The Bank of Canada announced in June 
that the centennial symbol will be printed 
on the left side of the face of the note, and 
there will be a change in wording around the 
border of the bill. 


Wording will also be changed around the 
border of the note’s back and the grain field 
scene will be replaced by an engraving of 
the original centre clock of the Parliament 
buildings, destroyed by fire in 1916. 

‘An adequate quantity of the new notes 
will be printed with the serial number 1867- 
1967 for those who are interested in collect- 
ing,’ the bank said. 
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
